der the swamp land grant. 
The Secre­

Land Office, the character of such lauds 
cannot again be oalled in question upon 
affidavit of a contest whiuu merely ai 
ind w n ot of th e character 
granted, unte** th e applicant further al­ 
lege* fraud or m istake in the procure­ 
ment of the decision of the SecreUry, and 
acts constituting fraud must bo specifical­ 
ly stated. 
H e further huida th a t a party 
may contest the right to such lauds 
priur to approval a td certification by 
alleging and proving settlem ent prior to 
such approval aod th a t each land is not 
swamp or overflowed b ut fit for cultiva- 
tíos without artificial drainage

lauds heretofore approved and oortified 
to the State as sw auip sod overflowed 
land covered in this deoiaiou are em­ 
braced in what is known as "L ist No. 5.
